instances of soldiers being cut up, 
Lieut. Rodney and Sergt. Ferguson, 
Slain last year within a few days of 
each other by Joloanos “running 
amuck,” were the first Americans to 
fall victims to this fanatical practice 
since the United States has been in 
the Philippines. Numerous Chinese 
and Filipinos—also infidels from the 

oro standpoint—have been killed, 
and numerous American soldiers at- 
tacked, but heretofore, in the case of 
the latter, the assailants have al- 
Ways themselves been slain before 
the fatal wounds were inflicted. The 
killing of Rodney and. Ferguson in| 
the same week sti up feeling 
among Americans in the Moro prov- 
ince to a higher pitch of excitement 
that it has been at since the days pre- 
ceding Gen. Wood's notable encoun- 
ter with the Joloanos in the crater 
of Bud-Dajo. 

The Practice of “going juramenta- 
do” is confined almost, if not quite, 
entirely to the Joloanos, that por- 
tion of the Philippine Moros or Mo- 
hammedans which inhabits Jolo and 
several other small islands of the 
Sulu Archipelago. They are the elect 
of the Mohammed@ans of ali Malaysia; 
their city of Maybun is the mecca 
for the faithful of many of those is- 
lands, and their Sultan is, nominally 
at least, the spiritual head 
branch of the Mussulmans. 

Jolo is the only place in Malaysia 
where the amuck is a serious meh- 
ace. In Java you rarely hear of an 
instance, and of all the other Dutch 
Indies, Macassar, in Celebes, is the 
only point at which there is much 
likelihood of one's breaking loose. 
In Bingapore and the Malay 
sula the practice is practically a thing 
of the past, and the occasional in- 
stances reported from North Borneo 
almost invariably turn out to be Jolo- 


anos who have come over to Work 


on the rubber plantations. 
KILLING OF RODNEY. 
I chanticed to land at Joloe 
Zamboanga at the end of the 
week in which Lieut. Rodney and

At this wuniucky moment, Lieut. 
Ro@ney, leading his Infant daughter 
by the hand, came sauhtering down 
toward the cock-pit, returning from

enade for the and ladies of 


the garrison, even the latter being 
in the habit at times of walking there 
quite unattended. Lieut. Redney re+ 
turned the salutes of several enlisted 
men whom he met, and moment 
later that of his colonel, who passed 
in hie carriage; then he was observed 
to glance closely at a white-clad Moro 
Who was walking rapidly toward him 
from the direction of the cock~-pit. 
Evidently he saw nothing to arouse 
his suspicions, fer he sauntered care- 
lesaly On, apparently holding a bah- 
conversation with the child. 

The Moro passed him, turned in- 
stantiy, made a sweeping back- 
handed biow with his sheathed 
barong, and Rodney was sent stag- 
wering by a terrific blow on the back 
of his neck. ry 
Two hundred yards straight down’ 
the road from the cock-pit is the only 
te of the crumbling olf wall of 
olo. Hefe a sergeant and three or 
four then are always stationed to m- 


Always giving at- 
tefition to everything out of the ordi- 
nary which Went on within eye-shot, 
the sentry—he was a sharpshooter, 
and could put the new needile-nosed 
bullets through a man’s hat at 300° 
yards os fast as he cotiid pull the 
trigger of his Spri eard the 
commotion inside e cock-pit, saw 
the white-clad Moro come out into 
the road, stare about uncertainly for 
a few moments, and then go striding 
rapidly off in the direction from 
which Rodney and his little girl were. 
approaching. But let me set down 
his own accotnt of what happened, 
@s nearly as I can, just as he told it 
to me a few mornings later while I 
waited under the gateway for a squall 
to pass. 

THE SOLDIER'S STORY. 

“Tt has always been a sort of a 
rule for a Moro to go to the opposite 
side of the road in passi a white 
man,” he said; “and when saw this | 
fellow holding his course straight 
down the middie I decided to keep 
my eye on him. He and Lieut. 
Rodney seemed very close together 
as they passed, and I was just won- 
dering why one or the other of them 
hadn't sheered off some, when I saw 
the Moro’s hand go to his barong. I 
had my rifie ready and was just 
dropping to my knee for the safe, 
ee Eigen that it was, when the ser- 
gean me not to fire, saying 
that I might hit the leutenant. 

“We all started for the spot on the 
run. Rodney nearly went down from 
the force of the first biow) but he re- 
covered quickly and seemed to jump 
in front of the little gif, throwing 
up his arms to guard against the next 
slash. The first cut had cleared the 
barong from its sheath—these are 
bound loosely so as to fly apart when 
a blow its struck—and it was the sec- 
ond, I think, that Rodney went down 
before. The bafong flashed lke the 
spokes of a fiy-wheel for a few sec- 
onds after that, the crowd—it had 
been locked fiite the céck-pit when 
this fellow was locked . out—was 
breaking its way through the fences, 
the colonel was out in the middle of 
the road, waving his arms and yelling 
for us to come om and the Uttle girl 
was standing there seeing it all. 

“The fellow had finished his work 
and bolted long before we got there, 
ahd was dodging about thé fiela be- 
hind the cock-pit with three or four 
Other Moros, barongs in hand, chasing 
him, they being afraid that we would 
start a general massacre of Moros if 
this fellow got away. We joined in 
the chase a6 s00n 46 We came up, and 
just about had him cornered, when 
there was the sound of a shot away 
off on the other side of the road and 
he crumpled all up th a heap and that 
Was the end of it. One of the guards 
at the prison over_there, who had no 
one to stop him, risking a much hard- 
er shot than the one I had offered me 
in the first place, sent a bullet straight

For 
nearly two weeks the five Senators 
on the committee have listened to tes- 
timony that has dealt almost exclu- 
sively with the influence exerted on 
the tariff bill but it has uncovered 
enough trails to lead members to be- 
lieve that campaigns of every bort, 
olitical, industrial and economical, 
ave been conducted much along the 
same lines through paid agents in ef.

able to the causes concerned. 

TO BROADEN INQUIRY. 
The committee decided in execu- 
tive session tonight te submit to the 
Senate the question of a further 
quiry. 
It was believed tonight that the 
time limit of twenty days imposed on 
the committee would be extended and 
the investigation would go into every 
possible phase of what the committee 
suspects is lobbying. Any skeletons 
that may have dangled in the closets 
of Congress and any soiled linen that 
may have hung there will be exhibit- 
ed to the public eye and legislation 
to impose drastic restrictions upon 
lobbying and the “acceleration” of 
public opinion may result. 
The committee’s decision came at 
the end of a day filled .with sensa- 
tions. On two oceasions President Wil- 
eon figured in the testimony.

Although the word “Canada” is 
omitted from the amendment adopted 
by the committee, it would -operate 
against Canada because of thet na- 
tion’s restrictions on exports of wood 
and chemical pulp. Senator Simmons, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
said that other restrictive provisions 
or countervatling duties aimed against 
Canada which have been proposed 
had not been acted upon by the ma- 
jority and that the matter would be 
taken up again tomorrow. He added 
there might be reconsideration of the 
action thus far taken.

Forestry Men to Take Up Search. 

George R. Bunn of No, 1571 West 
First street, threw a sidelight on the 
disappearance of H. W. Welch, yes- 
terday when he returned from a ten- 
day trip in the San Bernardino Moun- 
tains. Bunn says that he and the 
missing man were in the habit of 
taking frequent tripa up the various 
trails of the mountains in this vi- 
cinity, and that there are very few 
such with which Welch was not fa- 
miliar. 

On hearing of Welch's disappear- 
ance Bunn notified the forest rangers. 
He described Welch as being 56 feet, 
10 inches high; wore thick glasses,’ 
upon which he was very dependent, 
so that In case of any mishap in the 
mountains he would be almost help- 
less. On his hikes, he wore a brown 
felt hat without a band; mountain 
boots, twelve inches high: brown 
flannel shirt, and either corduroy or 
khaki trousers; usually wore neither 
coat or vest. His features are de- 
acribed by Bunn as, long, narrow face, 
prominent. nose; hair streaked with 
grey and far back on forehead.

He had to expand to keep his job as a barometer, for the 
city itself has increased its population 70,000 or more. The picture shows 
John Smith standing in front of the City Hall. 


Los Angeles has grown amazingly 
in the past twelve months. So has 
the city directory and our own John 
Smith. The 1913 issue of the direc-. 
tory will be ready for delivery next 
Wednesday. It contains 2514 pages, 
an increase of 512 over last year, and 
214,852 names of persons who resided 
within the city limits at the time the 
enumerators took the information. 
With the population of the city 
hovering about the 500,000 mark the 
task of compiling accurate statistical 
information concerning individuais, 
organizations and industries has been 
far more difficult than in former 
years, especially as separate directory 
lists for San Pedro and Wilmington 
have been added. 

The alphabetical directory of 
names begins at page i39 and ends 
at page 2088, showing an increase of 
385 pages. Pages seventeen to 137 
are devoted to miscellaneous informa- 
tion, roster of city officials and de- 
partments, clubs, hospitals, business 
buildings, halls, churches and street 
and avenve gulde. The classified 
business directory covers 339 pages. 

POPULATION ESTIMATE. 

The directory company estimates 
the population of the city at 483,- 
417, basing this figure on the actual 
number of names in the publication. 
The work of enumeration began 
several months ago, so the estimate 
does not represent the increase down 
to @ate, but the publishers decided to 
confine themse!ves to deductions from 
the actual figures at their disposal. 
The estimate was secured by multi- 
plying the number of names enum- 
erated by two and a fourth to allow 
for the women and children repre- 
sented only by the heads of the fam- 


ities of which they are members. 

The method of estimating varies 
from that used iast year and is far 
more conservative. fast year's direc - 
tory set the population at 419,000.

The bank clearings for 
the year are given at $1,168,941.700.

Australian Agent for Big Steam- 
ship Lines from Antipodes Spends 
Two Weeks in Vain Effort to Get 
Shipping Charts of Our Port from 
Men at the City Hall. 


“You spend thousands of dollars in 
exploiting your harbor, millions in 
developing it and then forget a minor 
essential,” is the way Joseph Culver, 
‘who has just returned to Los Angeles 
from Australia, puts ft after passing 
two weeks in trying to get maps and 
topographical charts showing the lo- 
cation of docks and general wharfage 
facilities, and failing in the attempt. 
“Australia is more than ready and 
f to send products direct to Los 
he said. “The Union Steam- 
ship Lines of Sydney and Melbourne 
expressed immediate approval of the 
plan of coming to Los Angeles instead 
of going to San Francisco and then 
sending their products from the north- 
ern city by rail. All the company 
asked for was several maps for filing 
purposes in the main offices and one 
for each vessel. 

“arriving here, I took the matter 
up with City Engineer Hamlin, who 
referred me to Mayor Alexander, who 
in turn sent me to the Harbor Com- 
mission and from there to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Engineer Hamlin 
sald that the maps might be obtain- 
able with a special permit to have 
them drawn, but that there were none 
easily at hand for such a purpose.

CONGRATULATE THE KAISER. 

Germans Here Endow Bed for 

Needy in Hospital in Honor of His 

Twenty-five Years of Rule. 

The following message was cabled 
to the Emperor of Germany yesterday 
by the Emperor William Jubilee 
Committee of this city, of which Max 
E. Socha its the chairman: 

“In memory of the celebration of 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of your 
ascension to the throne, the Ger- 
mans of the city of Los Angeles have 
endowed a bed for needy and sick 
Germans in the German Hospital 
here. We offer Your Majesty our 
heartfelt congratulations at this oc- 
casion.” 

The expressed wishes of the Em- 
peror were followed by the Jubilee 
Committee in establishing a charity in 
celebration of the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of his ascension to the 
throne. His Majesty made it known 
publicly some months ago that he 
preferred his subjects and admirers 
both in the empire and the world 
over to honor him by founding prac- 
tical charities rather than sending 
him personal presents. Tomorrow is 
the anniversary, 

The Jubilee Committee was or- 
ganized two months ago. Among tits 
more active members were Carl En- 
tenmann, president of the German 
Hospital; Mre. Chris Krempel, presi- 
dent of the German Ladies’ Aid So- 
clety; and Emiel Roedel, secretary to 
Consul Perry W. Weldner. The lead-

“We have officially adopted as 
our wards all of the persons injured 
in the accident and all of those who 
suffer want in any way as a result of 
it. The number of persons under our 
care is gradually decreasing, but ft 
will be many, many years before we 
will be able to balance the ledger. 
We assumed all of the expense incli- 
dent to burying the dead and caring 
for the injured and needy. We will 
remain true to this trust until the 
end.” 
The cost of the thirty-nine ‘uneralse 
was about $15,000. The total expense 
of the relief work accomplished and 
planned will be about $35,000. Public- 
spirited bankers and other business 
men went on the city’s notes so that 
money could be borrowed for imme- 
diate use. An election will be held 
next Tuesday to vote a tax levy for a 
fund of $60,000 to cover the cost of 
the relief work. a 

Public subscriptions and pledges to 
the relief fund now amount to $15,- 
000. The movement to provide a fund 
to care for the city’s stricken guests 
found a hearty response among all 
classes and ages of residents. The 
children gave their pennies, the bank- 
ers their hundreds and thousands of 
dollars. ‘

The attention given to an injured 
woman in this city is typical of the 
comprehensive and sympattetic work 
that is done by the committee. The 
woman was kept at a hospital at the 
expense of the committee, where a 
physician reduced a fracture of the 
bene in her right arm. A trained 
nurse was employed. In the fall the 
woman broke her nose. Her eye- 
glasses were shattered and her eyes 
injured by the glass, and her back was 
sprained. The committee employed a 
nose specialist to treat her nose, an 
oculist to care for her eyes, an osteo- 
path to treat her back and two phy- 
siclans were engaged to make an 
ray picture of the fractured bone.

SUBMARINE NAVIGATION. 


BY WILLIAM H, KNIGHT. 
Fishes were in the sea and birds in the 


this rational being came on the stage he 


ments. He perceived that one class of life 
was adapted to water and another to the 
air, but that he was fitted only for the‘ 
earth and could not hope to invade the oth- 
er realms of nature. At length he was able 
to construct a craft with which he could 
go out upon the unstable element and mi- 
grate to st e lands and trade with peo- 
ple on distant shores. But the air was still 
invincible. Only winged creatures could ’ 
intrude on its dominions. 

The idea of flying dates back to Icarus in 
Greek mythology. His wings were fastened 
with wax, which melte@ in the sun, and he 
fell into the Aegean Sea. Then the beauti- 
ful art waited till the end of the nineteenth 
century, when the Wright brothers fast- 
ened their wings with steel and propelled 
their craft with gasoline motors. 

The possibility of navigation under the 
sea was first conceived by “rare Ben Jon- 
son,” who in the sixteenth century imag- 
ined certain Hollanders swimming under 
the sea with an “invisible eel,” which came 
to Dunkirk and sank all the shipping 
there. But the idea first took practical 
shape when, in 1882, the Frenchman, Gou- 
bet, constructed a submarine which was 
concealed as it sailed beneath the surface 
— discharged torpedoes at the enemy’s 
ships. 

One after another, great improvements 
have been made in the art of flying till now 
the French and German governments are 
vying with each other in the construction 
of aircrafts to be used for military pur- 
poses. Other countries are watching these 
experiments with a view to adopting the 
most efficient machines if they are found 
to be useful in war. : 

The same conservatism seems to actuate. 
the various governments of the world in 
reference to adopting submarine craft as 
an arm of the naval service. There have 
been, hitherto, so many drawbacks in their 
operation that it has seemed doubtful if 
they, would not prove a hindrance rather 
than a beneficial branch of the national 
armament in time of war. 

But the test made by the Cage subma- 
rine a few days ago was so successful in 
Many ways that it is likely to attract the 
earnest attention of naval and military 
authorities. The extraordinary points dem- 
onstrated are threefold: Making practical 
use of gasoline engines beneath the sea— 
a feat not hitherto accomplished; preserv- 
ing purity of air in the cabin for an in- 
definite time; and propelling the boat by 
a pull from the front rather than by a 
push in the rear. 

If, in further tests on a larger scale, say 
with boats 120 to 150 feet in length and 
capable of accommodating 30 to 50 passen- 
gers, these advantages are preserved, then 
the boat can be used, not only for naval 
purposes by remaining concealed while at- 
tacking the enemy’s ships with torpedoes, 
but also for submarine exploration in civic 
and scientific pursuits. It will thus mark 
a new era in submarine navigation.

Twenty Years, Found Dead. 

ESCONDIDO, June 13.-—-George 
Clegg, or “Uncle George,” as he was 
familiarly known to most of the 
Santa Fe Railway employees of 
Southern California, for fifty years & 
railroad man, and for nearly twenty 
years a passenger conductor in the 
employ of the Santa Fe, with head- 
quarters in Los Angeles, made his last 
run with the arrival of the Escon- 
dido-San Diego passenger train on 
Thursday evening. He retired to his 
room at the Occfiental Hote) at the 
usual hour in the evening, and this 
morning his body, cold in death, was 
found in one of the lavatories.

SNARLING DESPERADO CURSES 
WAY TO FOLSOM. 


Bandit Hero-of a Hundred Hold- 
ups Escorted to Court by Half a 
Score of Heavily-armed Officers 
Ready to Riddic Him With Bullets 
‘ata Sign—Savage to the Last. 


Old Jim Case, a Wisconsin farmer 
until anarchistic ideas started him in 
the life of a social outlaw, Was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment yester- 
day by Judge Willis. The bandit who 
terrorized the city last winter and who 
fought desperately to escape from the 
courtroom Wednesday morning after 
being found guilty of robbery, was 
comparatively meek yesterday. His 
two days in a dungeon possibly cowed 
Lim. ‘The sight of several determined 
officers standing close to him with 
their hands on their guns seemed to 
exert a salutary influence on the bru- 


talized ex-convict. 

But when Judge Willis asked him 
what trade he had pursued Case 
snarled: “Sentence me! Sentence me! 
I don't give a whether you 
give me nine or ninety-nine years!” 

The judge wasted no more time 
with the hardened sinner, but im- 
posed a life sentence.in Folsom. 

Deputy Sheriff Frank Cochran, a 
wary and experienced officer, Was as- 
signed to take Case to Lis place of 
imprisonment. The two left for Sac- 
ramento early last evening. Folsom 
is about twenty miles from Sacra- 
mento. 

The courtroom was sprinkied with 
the pick of the Sheriff's office. If 
Case had made an attempt to escape 
he would have been riddled with bul- 
lets. Martin Aguirre, the grizzled 
veteran of many a sanguinary com- 
bat and once warden of San Quentin, 
stood close by the bandit's elbow. His 
eyes never left the prisoner, who was 
neither handcuffed nor shackled. 
Bailiff Alien, who courageously fought 
the prisoner two days previously, 
stood at the right of the defiant out- 
law. Back of him were Under-S$her- 
iff Brain and Deputy Sheriff Van 
Viiet, reckoned one of the strongest 
men in the department. 

A somewhat humorous aspect of the 
affair Wednesday was the attempt of 
W. 8S. Baird, assigned by the--court 
to defend Case, to bind his client, as 
he struggled with the Officers. Baird's 
face was lacerated for his trouble. 

“Tl always pick lemons in the ygar- 
den of court assignments,’ remarked 
he yesterday. He did not shake hands 
with his client or make any plea for 
leniency. 

Case looked old and gray. His 
little pig-like eyes were lusteriess and 
he seemed extremely bored by the 
whole proceedings. 


Case was involved in numerous 
hold-ups and robberies. He entered 
the Gyle’s lunchroom, Ninth and 


Main streets, early one morning and 
compelled the cashier to turn over 
the contents of the till. He engaged 
in a running fight with two policemen 
and went into retirement for several 
weeks while a wound in the leg 
healed. 

On March 29 he robbed the grocery 
store of Kelly & Kelly. No. 4501 Nor- 
mandie avenue, and then entered the 
butcher shop next door. Mrs, Helis- 
ler, wife of the proprietor, ran 
screaming out of the room when she 
saw the masked bandit enter. Her 
husband grasped a little 2-caliber 
revolver and started into the room. 
The rohber was just leaving. Heisler 
fired, hitting the other in the ctlest. 

Case tried to mount his motorcycle 
and ride away, but fell in the street 
from loss of blood. At the Receiving 
Hospital, when thinking he was about 
to die, Case made a partial confession 
of his many crimes. He said he was 
at odds with society.

On the other hand, 
some of the best m®n are not espe- 
cially able in presenting themselves 
and do not indicate to the ordinary 
observer half their executive adroit- 
ness. A man of this latter type now 
holds one of these $10,000 to $50,000 
jobs in one of the big American Mid- 
dle West cities. He is a man who is 
not impressive, and hundreds of men 
with important propositions had reg- 
ularly passed him by because he did 
not possess the fluency and magnet- 
ism that holds the average moneyed 
man. One thoughtful searcher for an 
executive believed he saw much un- 
derneath the quiet exterior of this 
man. 

He made inquiries, and chuckled to 
learn that in an entire city of two 
hundred thousand nobody thought 
very much of William Meacham, not 
enough to reward him with over 
$4,000 a year. Simpson, whose in- 
terests were rapidly expanding and 
who was prepared to pay $20,000 
without a qualm for the management 
of one of his properties, saw his op- 
portunity. He had no trouble at all 
in getting Meacham at a salary of 
$10,000, and found his judgment so 
well vindicated that now, after five 
years, he is paying that young man 
$30,000 and thinks him cheap at the 
figure. 


As’ a rule, though, the capitalist 
does not have this obstacle to con- 
tend with. The big job is nearly al- 
ways for the man who shows his 
ability in his face, in his manner. 
To attract, to charm, to persuade, to 
influence is a part of his stock in 


trade. He needs a good deal of the 
salesman’s vim and instant popu- 
larity. In nineteen cases out of 


twenty these qualities will be there 
and must be there. What the bosses 
behind the scenes, the people in con- 
trol, have to decide is whether there 
is the force and the constructive. 
ability in addition. It is just at this 
point that the mistakes in picking 
such men occur. But not often; the 
men who count their wealth up in 
the hundreds of thousands and mil- 
lions are too experienced to be led 
away on wild goose chases. It is 
very seldom that the mere surface 
man—the man with nothing but a 
front — gets his chance. ‘ 

Capital is becoming more and more 
concerned with the problem of pick- 
ing winners in the shape of men who 
have made good in some field, it does 
not matter what. The more different 
the line the more the probability that 
the man will fill the new job more 
snugly, for that means he will have 
had a wider, more diverse experience 
to draw upon. For these big jobs 
the man to be avoided is the man 
who has always been in one line. He 
may, indeed, be good, but the chances 
are that years of plodding will de- 
stroy practically all his originality 
and initiative, and he will be uncon. 
sciously bound by the threads of rou- 
tine and precedent. It is only in the 
lower jobs that men of direct experi- 
ence in the particular field, are 
looked for, and not always then. 

A “winner” —from somewhere — 
is most frequently sought for, and 
yet the ablest men of today who are 
on the watch for executives who can 
really do things acknowledge that if 
winners alone are looked for oppor- 
tunities are missed. Ten years ago 
there was a city salesman downtown 
in New York who, after a dozen 


years, was drawing the munificent 
salary of perhaps thirty dollars a 
week. It scarcely paid his firm to 
have him on the pay roll for so much, 
but they were liberal folks and Sam 
had started with them as an office 
boy. To them he was still.a boy, and 
the great joke of the “old man” was 
Sammy in society. 

Sammy did go to dances and man- 
aged them. He was a popular co- 
‘illion leader and a frequent attendant 
at ‘cas. The firm had a shock one 
day when Sammy resigned from his 
position. It was three years before 
they understood. | 

The “society route” had landed 
Sam. He was at his best in evening 
clothes, and at dinners and parties 
managed to get on terms of close 
friendship with a man who had mar- 
ried one of his old sweethearts and 
at the same time had fallen heir to a 
prosperous patent medicine. Half be- 
rause he liked his companionship, 
half because he had really come to 
know him, the patent medicine man 
took Sammy in. Sammy, of course, 
never breathed a word about the poor 
little thirty per. He played his cards 
so well that Exmere, living on an 
income of some $60,000, offered him, 
with some trepidation, $12,000 to 
start with, and the promise of more. 

And Sam won out. The “society 
route” had accomplished what this 
youth could never have brought 
about in an ordinary way. The secret 
lay in his opportunity and ability to 
get well acquainted with Exmere and 
in the acumen of the latter to per- 
ceive his real capacity. Sam was 
never a possible star salesman. Hith- 
erto he had been given no chance ex- 
cept at selling goods. As an executive 
he quickly showed his power and ca- 
pacity, and he has long since been 
the real directing force of the patent 
medicine concern. 

It is not to be disputed that the 
clubs and drawing rooms of the big 
cities oftentimes are real “labor ex- 
changes” when it comes to finding 
and choosing these “big job” men. 
Social life is not, indeed, always an 
open door, but it offers opportunities 
recurrently that are not to be found 
elsewhere. The “man behind the 
throne,” inaccessible to all but a 
chosen few during business hours, is 
met as an equal. A new personality 


has power to interest him. A word 


from his host or from a guest he 
knows often finds him _ receptive. 
Sometimes a pretty or an able 
woman’s casual suggestion goes far. 

But this opportunity is useless to 
all except the tip-top man potentially. 
The average man will find it of no 
avail. He had better wait to be dis- 
covered in other ways, and rest on 
his record. In social life the fierce 
white light that beats down impar- 
tially upon all, unmasks unerringly. 
Only the strongest and clearest as 
well as quickest-thinking can stand 
in its rays and turn them to eminent 
business advantage. 3

We bought a lambswool brush for 
our hardwood floors and had used it 
several times when we discovered 
that the wool was literally alive with 
vermin. The directions for use which 
came with it read that hot water 
would injure the wool; but we used 


very warm water and soaked the. 


brush for several hours in it, then 
| picked it over carefully with a short 
piece of coarse-toothed comb, until 
every trace of lye was destroyed and 
removed. The soaking was repeated 
twice afterward at intervals of a 
week, and we had no further trouble. 
The brush came from one of the best 
department stores in the country, 
and there is probably no way to be 
sure the wool does not become in- 
fested when the brush is made or 
while it awaits sale. So, every house- 
wife who wishes to prevent the 
spread of insects in her house should 
‘examine such brushes carefully be- 
fore she uses them. No doubt some 


‘mild chemical preparation could be 


used in the water, without hurting 
the wool, but we found the above 


|treatment all that was necessary.—

After trying numerous ways of 
keeping patterns, I found the follow- 
ing to be the best scheme: Buy large 
manila clasp envelopes, such as may 
be had at all stationery stores. Split 
the pattern envelope down one side 
and across the bottom, and paste it 
on the manila envelope. In this way, 
both sides of the pattern envelope 
with instructions and chart, can be 
seen at once, which is a great advan- 
tage while working. Then slip the 
pattern into the manila envelope. It 
is very easy to keep it in order in 
this way, as the pattern need not be 
folded as small or as accurately as 
when returned to its own envelope. 
Fasten the manila envelope with the 
cord or clasp, and the pattern will be 
in neat and convenient shape when 
you want it again.—C. M. T., New 
York. 


Are your polished floors disfigured 
by the water dripping from steam- 
radiator vents? We obtained at the 
local five-and-ten-cent store several 
aluminum individual molds, shaped 
like toy pails, and approximately two 
inches high. We coated each of these 
neatly with radiator paint, punched a 
small hole on either side, attached a 
handle of wire thread, and hung the 
completed device from the offending 
vent, close up, to prevent spattering. 
These little pails matched the radia- 
tor, were so small as to be scarcely 
noticeable, and effectually prevented 
the spotting of floors. We now have 
them on every radiator. Those at-' 
tached to the leakiest vents seldom 
require emptying oftener than once 
a month.—R. A. A., Joliet, Ill. 


Take a board fourteen by eighteen 
inches and one inch thick, and put 
on four casters; tack a strap at one 
end, set in the kitchen and it will 
come in handy many times a day.

The 
practical preposition for universal 
peace looks to the same end, that is 
to settle international disputes by an 
international tribunal. 

Will. universal peace ever be pos- 
sible? No. The laws of the most ad- 
vanced nations have nct prevented 
occasional outbreaks of violence be- 
tween individuals. While human na- 
ture is as it is, and while there are hot- 
headed peoptfe among us, cases of vio- 
lence between individuals must ¢on- 
tinue. 

There is no doubt that the advo- 
cates of international arbitration are 
doing much good and that wars are 
less likely to occur than they were, and 
will be still less likely to occur in the 


future. But until human nature is 
changed radically and in root and 
branch, international strife will not 


only be a probability, but a fact.

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Arizona Progress. 

VERY sign marks the progress of the 

day» in almost all parts of Arizona. 

The Santa Fe Railroad Company has 
just disposed of al] its land interests in the 
State at $250.000. This will open the prop- 
erty to actual settlement and increase every 
branch of business. During the month of 
May there were shipped from Tucson cattle 
worth $500,000. The total movement of the 
spring amounts to 16,602 head, and the 
prices range at from $25 for yearlings, $29 
for two-year-olds, to $34 for three-year-olds. 


Twenty years ago three-year-olds were 
worth about $7.50. Near Bisbee local capi- 
talists are planning a summer mountain 
resort on one of the highest peaks at a 
cost of $100,000. The plan includes a rail- 
road from the bottom of the valley to the 
peak where the hotel is to stand. So fast 
has been the growth of Phoenix that the city 
water works is distributing 3,700,000 gallons 
aday. At this city building plans include 
one store building at a cost of $75,000, a 
hotel to cost $15,000, a warehouse $40,000, 
a railroad office building $75,000, and a ho- 
tel and store $75,000. No wonder realty 
values are advancing. A piece of property 
bought three years ago at $10,000 was sold 
the other day for $36,000. Plans for the 
cotton gin at Mesa are well under way, and 
there are 4000 acres of Egyptian cotton now 
growing. Ranch property is in active de- 
mand, one piece selling the other day at 
$125,000. —

Money in This Enterprise. 


DISPATCH from Riverside to The 

Times a week ago told of a plan in the 
mind of G. W. Wilder of that city which 
should prove as paying an investment as a 
gold mine. He has fifty acres of water- 
bearing land below Loma Linda on the road 
to Riverside opposite Reche Canyon. He 
proposes to utilize this: land in the raising 
of fine cattle. It takes no more time. at- 
tention nor money to produce a high-grade 
animal than it does to produce a “scrub,” 
and one high-grade animal is worth half a 
dozen of the other kind. With butter all 
through the Great Southwest and all along 
the shores of the Western Sea selling at 
never less than 25 cents a pound and on up 
to 50 cents, and with meat on the hoof sell- 
ing at 9 to 10 cents a pound, it is poor busi- 
ness to waste time, patience and money in 
producing scrub cows, steers or calves. 
There is no apparent way in the eyes 
of far-seeing men to bring down the price 
of butter, milk or meat materially anywhere 
in America. With a population of 100,- 
000,000 increasing at a million a year, and 
with all the best portions of the public do- 
main everywhere in the country occupied, 
the deficit in the supply of butter, milk 
and meat will increase, and with the widen- 
ing of the distance between supply and de- 
mand ‘the prices must go up. With range 
cattle no longer possible the farmer must 
go into the production of cattle on 
a scientific scale.

Another story that the old-timers have 
told me about Vasquez concerns the rob- 


bery of a Dr. Watson whom he held up on 


the road, and relieved of a watch. 

The following night there came a tap at 
the gentleman’s door, and there stood Don 
Tiburcio. In his hand was Dr. Watson's 
watch. “Take it back,” he said scornfully, 
“I would be ashamed to have such-a time- 
piece in my possession.” 

Tiburcio used to range all over Southern 
California. Sometimes he went as far 
north as San Francisco, but usually he 
hunted his prey south of the Tehachepi. As 
you go through Owens River Valley they 
point out to you a high standing rock from 
which Vasquez used to watch for the pack 
trains carrying ore and treasure from the 
Sierra Gordo mines. 

One of his favorite haunts was the vicin- 
ity of Liizabeth Lake, at the head of Ante- 
lope Valley. Twenty years before, the ter- 
rible bandit, Joaquin Murrieta, haunted the 
north end of the Tejon Pass, just as Vas- 
quez harried the south portal. 

But Vasquez was no such monstrous 
demon of cruelty as Murrieta. He insisted 
to the day of his death that he had never 
killed a human being. He said he had ac- 
complished all his crimes by sheer audac- 
ity and courage. 

It was “mi valor” (my courage,) he said. 

I have found in an old pamphlet a charm- 


“In personal appearance,” says Maj. Tru- 
man, “this robber chief was anything but 
remarkable. Take away the expression of 
his eyes, furtive, snaky and cunning, and he 
would have passed unnoticed in a crowd. 
His forehead was low, slightly retreating to 
where it was joined by a thick mass of 
raven black and very coarse hair. His mur 
tache was by no means luxuriant, his chin 
whiskers passably full and his sunken 
cheeks were only lightly sprinkled with 
beard, his lips thin and bloodless, his tee:h 
white, even and firm, He had small and 
elegantly shaped feet. Perhaps 130 pounds 
was as much as he weighed.” 

On the occasion of the interview in the 
jail, Maj. Truman describes Vasquez as re- 
ceiving Visitors with “a grace, ease and 
elegance that would have done no discredit 
to any gentleman in the land.” 


“Il was born,” said Vasquez, “in Monte- 
rey, August 11, 1835. My parents were peo 
ple in ordinarily good circumstances.

When the Isaacs brothers were out of 
business, as well as while they were in it,

,sighted dealers in Los Angeles realty. 
Their new building will cost about $300,000 
before it is turned out of the contractor's 
hands and ready to occupy. It is probably 
altogether, certainly it is mostly, the profits 
of their shrewd investments in realty. 
South of Eighth street along Broadway, 
Spring and Main are two gores. There the 
Isaacs brothers have made large sums of 
money, as well as at other places. Une of 
these gore lots they bought and sold three 
times and made money on every turn. 

Since the Hamburgers: set the pace on 
South Broadway and others have followed 
them, values have simply climbed. Across 
the street from the Isaacs’ new building, 
the corner of Eighth and sroadway was 
sold for $1500 a foot a few years ago. Pre- 
vious to that the corner of Seventh and 
Broadway, straight across from the Lanker- 
shim Hotel, was bought, if | remember right, 
at about $2000 a foot, a notable sale at the 
time. In talking of values there now, Max 
Isaacs, keeping closely in touch with realty 
matters, says he knows of no property on 
Broadway between Fifth and Eighth on the 
market at any price, and little of it could be 
touched at any imaginable figure, if at all. 
It is said that Arthur Letts holds the corner 
of Seventh and Broadway referred to above 
at $15,000 a front foot. This may mean 
that it is not for sale, for it is $3000 a foot 
more than the highest-priced property ever 
sold in San Francisco. Before the earth- 
quake, the highest price ever paid in tha! 
city was $8000 for the lot where the 
Monadnock building stands, on the east side 
of Market street just south of the Palace 
Hotel, and since the fire the highest price 
was $10,000 for a lot on the other side of 
Market street nearly opposite, until the 
other day when a piece of property on the 
east side of Market near Fourth street is 
said to have sold at $12,000 a front foot. 

A Prosperous Banker. 

It was a matter of a good deal of com- 
ment years ago when a bank was opened in 
East Los Angeles on what was then known 
as Downey avenue, now North Broadway. 
This was about 1889, and the nervy finan- 
cier was W. J. Washburn, who has been a 
Los Angeles banker ever since. 

William Johnson Washburn was born in 
Springwater, N. Y., September 20, 1852, and 
educated in the public schools and the Lima 
Seminary. He left home at the age of 19 
years and went to St. Joseph, Mo., where 
he went into a business office for a few 
years, then removed to St. Louis, where with 
his father and brother he opened a naval- 
stores establishment, a business they con- 
ducted until 1888. In 1889 the whole fam- 
ily removed to California and settled in Los 
Angeles, where they opened the bank re- 
ferred to, called the East Side Bank. 

This developed into the Equitable Sav- 
ings Bank, and was removed to the busi- 
ness center of the city, being conducted on 
the corner of Broadway and First street 
for a while, until the institution purchased 
the lot on the corner of Spring and First 
and erected on it the Equitable building. 
There the business prospered until it was 
consolidated with the Security Savings 
Bank and Trust Company. A _ branch is 
atill continued in the fine Equitable build- 
ing on Spring and First streets, and Mr. 
Washburn continues as an officer in the 
concern. 


Mr. Washburn has shown public-spirited 
patriotism as a citizen of Los Angeles, serv- 
ing as a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion for three years and as president of the 
board. Dufing this time he devoted close 
attention and gave as careful consideration 
to school affairs as he did to his own bank- 
ing business, and showed the same grasp of 


_| every question in the one as in the other. 


He also was in the City Council for two 
years, where he proved himself of excellent 
judgment on every public question. He 
has been a member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce since 1897, and during his term in 
the Council he was largely instrumental in 
securing the right of way for the aqueduct 
over the public lands. 

Mr. Washburn is a member of the Califor- 
nia Club, of the University Club, of the 
Glendale Country Club and of the San Ga- 


briel Golf Club.

k William King was born in the city 
of New York February 22, 1855. He at- 
tended the Wilton Academy near Danbury, 
Conn., and afterward the Mt. Vernon (N. Y.) 
school, from which he «as graduated 
1870. 


Leaving school, he went into busines 
New York City for a year as clerk and as- 
sistant to an importing company engaged 
in the rosewood and mahogany trade. 
Meantime he attended the public night 
school. In 1872 he went to Lansing, Mich., 
where he took a_ position as book-keeper 
and stock clerk in a hardware store for a 
year, then became executive clerk and pat- 
ent land map draughtsman, a_ certificate 
clerk and a compiler of Michigan laws from 
1874 to 1882. 

In 1883 Mr. King moved to California, set- 
tled in Los Angeles, and was made manager 
of the Los Angeles branch of Hawley Broth- 
ers Hardware Company of San Francisco. 
Shortly thereafter he bought an interest in 
the firm, which was known as Walter N. 
Hawley & Co., and later transformed into 
Hawley, King & Co., the style under which 
the business is now done. Mr. King is 
vice-president, manager and treasurer. 

In 1885 he was married in New York City 
to Miss Clorinda L. Mann. In Los Angeles 
he has been interested in public matters, 
being a member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce almost from its beginning, a director 
of that influential body for many years, and 
vice-president for one term. 

When Los Angeles city took the man- 
agement of the water works into its own 
hands Mr. King was one of the members of 
the first water board. He has also served 
as a member of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion.

Shop Owner Gets Too Fat. 

[New York Herald:] Because he grew 
so stout during the last winter and now 
can barely squeeze in and out of his place 
of business Leo Strass, proprietor of a jew- 
elry store in Sixth avenue, announced re- 
cently that he would be obliged to move to 
larger quarters June 1. His store is three 
feet wide and eighteen feet in depth. There 
is a wall case where the stock is displayed 
running the length of the room. This 
leaves a margin of but two feet floor space 
for the proprietor to wait on his customers. 

It is with difficulty that Mr. Strass turns 
around in the building, and long ago he 
adopted the custom of taking off and put-

N ISLAND, so the geographies say, is 
a body of land entirely surrounded by 
water. In similar fashion, Bachelor 
Mountain is a body of land entirely sur- 
rounded by bachelors. 

It humps up from the middle of a beau- 
tiful rolling valley divided into large 
‘ranches—ranches of from 300 to 2000 acres 
in extent—which are owned by the afore- 
said bachelors. They say that there are 
200 people, all told, in the entire valley, but 
that must mean in_ the tourist season. 
There are a few married men and their 
wives, and there are just nine children in 
the school. The rest are bachelors. One 

_of-the bachelors told me it was a matter of 
record that, while a school teacher might 
get out of the valley alive, she could never 
get out. single. 

Now, of course, everybody will want to 
know where this fascinating place may be. 
If any lady will address me personally in 
relation to the matter, inclosing a stamped 
envelope for confidential reply, I will tell 
her. For all others, let it suffice that the 
locality is about 100 miles from Los Ange- 
les, seventy-five miles from San Diego, and 
ten miles from a grocery store in any di- 

rection. 

The May morning that we climbed Bache- 
lor Mountain—that is its bona fide name, 
printed on the Geological Survey map— 
there were five of us in the party, including 

_ two of the bachelors. 

We drove, in light vehicles, part way up 
the lower slopes, through a wild garden of 
white and yellow forget-me-nots, canary- 
colored mimulus, and beautiful lilac-toned 
chia, or thistle sage—a garden lovely to 
the eye, and full of the scent belonging by 
right to May. 

When we reached the black sage belt, we 
unhitched the horses—the bachelors did, 
that is--and tethered them to the sage, 
providing them with material for lunch. 
The dog remained with them, to see that 
no coyote nor jack rabbit made away with 
the cushions and lap robes. And we struck 
out afoot toward the summit. 

There was no trail. Bachelor Mountain 
is not often climbed, probably because, in 
a country where everybody has to drive or 
motor in order to get anywhere, hiking is 
considered too much of an exertion to be a 
pastime.

New sage plants were starting up every- 
where among the blackened former 
growth, which had been partially destroyed 
by fire at some earlier season.

Soon we began to walk 
through a loose, light soil, gray in color, 
into which our feet sank to the instep at 
each move. This was called dry bog. It 
seemed to have almost the looseness and 
freeness of ashes. 

It was not lifeless, like ashes, however, 
for quickly the lovely lavender cups of 
mariposa lilies began to lift themselves 
from among the sage plants. By dint of 
skipping from spot to spot in pursuit of 
them, we succeeded in gathering quite a 
collection. Another flowering thing which 
appeared there was the encelia, of brilliant 
yellow, not unlike extra-fine black-eyed 
Susans, except that their eyes were not 
black. 

The next zone into which we traveled 
showed soil of a dark color and firmer 
quality. Here the growth, intermingled 
with the black sage, was of gray woolly 
plants, some short, some tall, bearing 
clusters of smoky lavender blossoms. 
This was the yerba santa, famed for its 
medicinal qualities among the Indians and 

Spanish-Californians—a plant from which 

1x4 even nowadays an efficacious cough syrup 

# is brewed. So highly was it valued by the 

early users of it that the very name they 
bestowed—‘‘sacred herb”—is a testimonial 

of their esteem. 3 
It was just beyond the yerba santa that 

we climbed into what was a wonder and a 

delight—acres upon acres of thistle poppies 

—“chicalote,” in the Spanish—standing tall 

and white and queenly on their prickly, for- 
bidding stems. The thistle poppy is only 
less beautiful than the Matilija poppy, 

a which it closely resembles. It is a little 

. smaller, and more of a cup shape, but the 


here and there, with dried mosses clinging 
in the cracks. It seemed almost that 
bachelor Mountain must be of volcanic ori- 
gin, so strangely varied was its character, 
and so reminiscent of cataclysmic things. 

We halted by one of the groups of boul- 
ders, while the bachelors indicated points 
of interest in the wide-stretching land- 
scape. We viewed these through field 
giasses. Away to the south rose Palomar 
Mountain, down in San Diego county. 
Palomar must be a mountain beloved of 
birds, for its name is the Spanish for 
“dove cote.” 

Off to the east, through a gap in the pur- 
ple peaks, appeared the Tucalota Valley. 
One of the bachelors said that “tucalota” 
is the name of the little ground owl which 
| had been seeing so frequently in the val- 
ley, and had been hearing when he cried all 
night with a weird, lonesome cry.

The small door was 
on the upper side, just above the rock 
against which the nest was built. I imag- 
ine the little house was very cosy inside. 
The pack rat is also called the trade rat, for 
it is said of him that however many things 
he may eteal and “pack” away to his nest, 
he always leaves something else in their 
place. Rather square for a rat, isn’t it? 

“If only we could see a rattlesnake now,” 
| said wistfully, “the expedition would seem 
quite complete.” — 


The summit was attained with very little 
effort, for Bachelor Mountain is only a frac- 
tion over 2500 feet in height. But the 
fact that it stands almost alone in the val- 
ley gives it a commanding view on all sides. 

There were more of the big iron boul- 
ders on the top, and a cairn about six feet 
high had been built of broken rock by pre- 
vious explorers. We added our quota of 
stones to the pile. } 

The black sage was in better blossom up 
here, and the bees were humming in it 
busily. Scarlet paint brush made dashes 
of color among it, and buckthorn and scrub 
oak also appeared. 

The bachelors built a fire and made the 
coffee, while the rest of us sat on what was 
the most nearly shady side of the monu- 
ment. The wind from the ocean blew 
freshly to us from over the coast moun- 
tains. 

Luncheon was a great success. Our 
rock-table decoration was a combination of 
scarlet paint brush and young green on- 
ions. We had laid our delicate mariposas 
out of the way of sun and wind.

Survey map and located everything in 
sight. Yonder was old San Jacinto, his 
majestic visage streaked with snow.

Far to the 
north, Wilson and Lowe appeared, although 
the distances were hazy. To the north- 
west lay Elsinore; to the west the Murri 
eta Hot Springs. 

The map of the Elsinore quadrangle 
showed a square of country over toward 
the desert, labeled, “The Garden of Eden.” 
Measurement proved it to be quite a long 
way from the Bachelor country—-as such a 
place would of necessity be. 

Then one of the bachelors started out to 
round up a few rattlesnakes for my en- 
tertainment.

PRACTICAL SCHOOLING. 

ETER PORTER lives just outside cof 
p the town of Light, in Southern Ari 

zona. He is trying to make his 160 | 
acres yield him an income. The soil is 
adobe soil; wet it and mix it and then let 
it bake in the sun and you can make a first- 
rate building material; put some vegetable 
material with it and a little water and in 
it you can raise pretty good crops. 

One day last January Peter (no, he is not 
Known as “Arizona [cte’’ even among his 
intimates,) Peter, I say, received in his 
twice-a-week R:F.D. mail a letter from the 
State University at Tucson. “Pack up your 
bedding,” it told him, “and come to the 
university for a two weeks’ visit. We have 
a new dormitory just being completed and 
no studefhts in it yet. We have a bed in 
there for you and meals will be served in 
the university dining-hall. During ‘Farm- 
ers’ Fortnight’ the teachers of the Agricul- 
tural Department will tell you and show 
you all they have found out about raising 
good crops—at least as much as they can 
in four lectures a day. They have found 
out some mighty valuable things. Since 
your good tax money has paid their sala- 
ries you are entitled to know what they 
have discovered.” 

Well, February is a comparatively quiet 
month in Arizona. Spring is just starting 
and most farmers can get off 
weeks without being missed from head- 
quarters.

When they were talking about 
a plow they had the habit of calling it a 
plow—not “an agricultural implement for 
altering the juxtaposition of superimposed 
strata of the earth’s surface,” nor did they 
call it “that thing you hitch to a horse 
which turns over the field.” No, sir, these 
college professors knew both tillage and 
talk, cabbages and conversation, ensilage 
and English. ; 

The classroom lectures by the Agricultu- 
ral Department professors were given four 
times a day in doses of one hour and a 
half, and then in the evenings an enter- 
taining talk or athletic games by the stu- 
dents furnished the programme. 

So the farmers went to _ school, but it 
wasn't the usual school lecture hour the 
professors had to deal with by any means. 

“The way to get gophers out of your al- 
- : falfa,” said Prof. Forbes (the head of the 
Arizona Experiment Station,) “is to give 


- that neighbor’s boy with a .22 rifle a cent 


apiece for each gopher killed in your field.” 
“Hear, hear,” came back from a gray- 
e haired farmer, “one cent isn’t the price.

' “When you are planning your homesite,” 
said Prof. Thornber in a talk on “Orna- 
mentation on the Farm,” “have a drive- 
way that leads first of all to the house— 
don't have it go to the barn or the pig sty 
first—but have it head directly for the 
home. And have qa good entrance from 
the thoroughfare. Many farm-home eén- 
trances say to one approaching from the 
road: ‘You had better keep out of here— 
beware the dog, he is fierce.’ Have an en- 
trance that seems to say: ‘Come right in, 
real glad to see you.’” 

“How do you get rid of the alfalfa moth?” 
asked one farmer of Director Forbes, who 


had been telling about c!falfa manage- 
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ment. “Well, you don’t have to,” was the 
answer, and then the professor explained. 
The alfalfa moth has an enemy—another 
insect. When a new crop of caterpillars 
is hatched out this hostile insect has the 
interesting habit of laying its eggs on the 
back of the neck of the alfalfa moth cater- 
pillar, When these eggs are hatched the 
new worms crawl into the body of the cat- 
erpillar and make him so uncomfortable 
that he dies, and enough of them thus die 
to keep the supply harmless. 

“When you have good machinery, take de- 
cent care of it,” admonished Prof. McOmie. 
“Don't do as one farmer did—buy a fine 
new McCormick reaper and, beginning at 
the outside of your grain, reap it all and 
leave your machine in the center of the 
field till the next crop, then reap the new 
crop by~ starting where you were, in the 
center of the field and work your way out.” 

“The difference between the savage and 
the civilized man,” remarked Director 
Forbes, in his talk on “Farm Accounts,” 
“is that the civilized man keeps records. 
Many farmers,” he added with a smile, 
“are still in the savage stage.” And then 
he went on to explain a simple scheme by 
which the whole story, agricultural and 
financial, could be accurately kept for 
thirty-two diverse operations on a general 
farm for a twelvemonth, using but a fistful 
of properly-prepared cards. 

Put an ordinary navy bean in your mouth 
and keep it there for an hour and you will 
find the skin has shriveled, indicating it 
has absorbed moisture and is getting ready 
to germinate. But Prof. Clothier has been 
experimenting with some other kinds of 
beans that do better than this. Among the 
Papago Indians in 1909 he found a yquick- 
growing bean which apparently needed no 
water, produced four times as big crops as 
the Mexican pink bean and when cooked 


made nearly half again as many quarts as 


“navies.” Put one of these dry Tepary 
beans in your mouth and in a minute it 
will shrivel, showing that it is ready to do 
business at an instant’s notice. 

Director Forbes tried out the Tepary at 
the Yuma expériment field and with irri- 
gation got a yield of 2370 pounds per acre. 


The plant breeder of the station, G. F. Fre- 


man, got busy on the different varieties of 
the Tepary and found no less than forty- 
seven, and then wrvute up the whole bean 
story in Bulletin 68 of the University of 
Arizona Agricultural Experiment Station. 

“The farmer,” said President Wilde in his 
address on the relation of farmers to edu- 
cation, “should be the best educated mem- 
ber of the community. For what other 
class has the government done so much in 
higher education and at- practically no cost 
to the farmer?’ 

“Where is there a better place to raise a 
boy than on the farm? There he learns to 
love animal friends. There is a chance for 
the seclusion of family life. There a lad 
ean be chums with his dad. His small 
round of chores teach him industry, and if 
he is given a plot of ground to do with ds 
he likes he will develop into a business man 
without urging. 


“It’s the mother who sends the boy to 
college—nine times out of ten. The father 
sees in his husky lad a mighty profitable 
farm hand, but that shouldn't keep him 
from letting that boy become an expert 
farmer. A _ boy’s college course should be 
part of the farm budget expenses and the 
investment will usually bring big returns. 
Oh, yes, a boy must have money to go to 
college. Some smart men have gone to 
their way, too; but 
nowadays to take full work in school re- 
quires all one’s time, and to earn a living 
at the same time will mean either poor 
work in school, a longer course, or impaired 
physical strength.” 

There is one thing these professors in 
agriculture at Arizona do that professors as 
a rule do not do. That is, they go outside 
their own limited subject and know their 
specialty in all relations to the farming in- 
dustry. If you ask the average college pro- 
fessor of mathematics some _ point about 
book-keeping he will probably tell you that 
that doesn’t fal) within the scope of his de- 
partment, but you ask Prof. Fowler at the 
end of his lecture on “Judging Dairy Cat- 
tle,” how. much the average farmer should 
pay for a good cow and he will answer 
something like this: 
rienced in handling cows get a $50 to $70 
animal and learn how to take care of her. 
Then if your land is worth $200 an acre you 
had better get a couple of pure-breds as

kind of care of them.” 

Or take the lecture on types of engines 
and pumps. Prof. Enger explained the way 
an engine works both in theory and in prac- 
tice. He had his charts showing plotted 
curves of efficiency as well as diagrams of 
theoretical power control. But what Peter 
Porter wanted to know was wheth6r or not 
it would pay him to pump water fifty feet 
to irrigate his land, and if so, what kind 
of outfit to get and at what cost? Did the 
professor answer: “That is purely a com- 
mercial problem, and you must consult the 
manufacturers on that point?” Not much. 
The superintendent of the university pump- 
ing plant was put on the stand and asked to 
give figures for power used, water lifted 
and types of pumps, till Peter Porter knew 
the whole thing from beginning to end. 

These men are keen students of book 
learning, but they can also take off their 
coats and demonstrate the truth of their 
Theirs 
is the doctrine of facts and farmers and not 
fancies and fiction. They are interested in 
crops, not contentions; in harvests, not 
hot air. 

How broad-minded these modern farming 
professors are can be judged from Prof. 
Forbes’s talk on primitive methods of farm- 
ing in Arizona, in which he gave generous 
praise to the prehistoric farmers of the 
region and advised all to learn from them 
the main essentials of successful agricul- 
ture. 

Everything in Arizona is different. It 
gets hot in summer, and even in winter at 
noon you can work in your shirt sleeves, 
but at night your pump is liable to freeze 
up. 

You can build your house out of your 
back yard and then raise crops on what 
is left. 


There are only a few rivers in Arizona, 
and these mostly run underground. Stu- 
dents of concrete mixing are told to go to 
the bed of a stream and sift out sand and 
gravel and they never get wet at the job. 

You think of a desert as sandy waste, but 
the desert in Arizona means lots of green, 
for you can’t get a patch of ground any- 
where that creosote or mesquite won't grow. 

A thousand years ago or more there were 
farmers in Arizona. They: did the impos- 
sible and produced crops. Where there 
was no water they secured some. Where 
the season between frost and burning sum- 
mer heat was too short to mature a crop 
they harvested their crop just the same. 

Marvelous indeed was their ingenuity 
driven by the grim necessity of beating 
Nature at her own game or perishing from 
starvation. 


These prehistoric farmers were irrigators 
and their trenches today mark out systems 
of water conveyance which can give 
pointers to your college-bred engineers. 


|Any Indian in those days could dig an irri- 


gation trench and give it just enough fall 
to produce a slight flow in the water. How 
did he do this without a level or other in- 
strument? simply by lettthg the water fol- 
low him inthe trench. If the water fol- 
lowed him it was a good ditch, but if it 
failed to follow him he went deeper. Thus 
in one basin which Uncle Sam has lately 
reclaimed by irrigation the trenches of 
primitive farmers were found to have been 
laid out with as much precision and with as 
good contours as those proposed by gov- 
ernment engineers. 

We still have to take off our hat to the 
Papagos when it comes to water conser- 
vation. In Arizona (so they say,). where 
there is no water, you have to take mighty 
good care of what you get. The Papago 
squaw hangs her water jug on a pole in the 
breeze so that there is always a cool drink 
at hand. But this olla drips—very slowly 
—and the thrifty housewife plants a dozen 
onions where the drip falls into the ground 
and incloses the spot with a few sticks. 

Out on the flood plains of the lower Colo- 
rado they get a little water. But along 
comes the nice hot sun and that soil is soon 
dried out. But does your clever Moki call 
Mother Nature names and let it go at that? 
Not he. He digs a hole as deep as his arm 
and down his seeds go in the bottom of 
that hole where the moisture stays awhile. 
When his harvest is ripe he has a field in 
which corn comes about to his knees and 
which erupts yellow pumpkins in all di- 
rections. Yes, sir, your Indian knows some- 
thing about a hole in the ground.

years, starting, say, with Adam, to have 
evolved in a similar manner a special strain 
of men and women. 

He has taught his beetles to do all sorts 
of human-like things, including dancing, sol- 
diering, fencing, and play-acting. Each suc- 
ceeding generation proved cleverer and 
more adaptable than the one that had gone 
before. 

At the beginning young Lozshki’s aim was 
a scientific one solely. He wanted to prove 
that in insects, as in the higher animals, 
acquired characteristics are transmitted; 
that is to say, that effects produced in one 
generation through education, and so forth, 


In this he succeeded. A twentieth-century 
statesman or philosopher does not differ 
more widely in mental power and under- 
standing from the ape-like man of the pre 
stone age, than do Lozshki’s trained beetles 
from the ordinary members of their tribe. 

With the advent of the cinematograph, the 
still -youthful experimentalist was alle to 
magnify the, various poses and movements 


and more closely. From this to filming a 
drama in which beetles should take the place 
of human beings as actors and actresses was 
but a step. 

Taking advantage of the stag bectle’s nat- 
ural pugaacity—he “loves a row” as dearly 
as does the typical Irishman—Lozshki mar- 
shalled them in regiments like soldiers, 
dressed them in uniforms, and marched them 
forth to battle against on. another. The ef- 
fect, as seen on the screen, is most weird 
and wonderful. 

The rival beetle armies march and coun- 


ner, with drums beating and banners flying. 
The sub-title of the film now showing in 
England is a “A Drama of the Middle 
Ages,” and the beetles are soon armed with 
spears and battle-axes, and dragging can- 
nons and battering-rams to the assault of a 
typical mediaeval castle. 

Scaling ladders are erected, and a fierce 
struggle is waged between the besiegers and 
the besieged, both sides losing heavily. 
Eventually the attacking party proves vic- 
torious, and the remnant of the defenders 
retire, stubbornly contesting every inch of 
the way, to the lowermost part of the keep, 
where, disdaining to surrender, they set fire 
to the reserve of gunpowder and blow up 
the castle. 

The higtrionic ability shown by many of 
the principals is really almost uncanny. They 
fence, fight, make love, and crave mercy 
with all the skill of human actors. The move- 
ments of their horns and the attitudes they 
adopt convey as clearly as human beings 
their thoughts and feelings. Fear, anger, 
craftiness, and courage, are all displayed by 
gestures which no one can mistake. 

A second Lozshki film, in which, besides 
beetles, a dragon-fly and a daddy-long-legs 
take prominent parts, is now being shown 
privately in London, and will be released for 
public exhibition shortly. It is called “The 
Beetles’ Deception,” and is, in effect, a love- 
drama played by insects instead of human 
beings. 

Each of these films has taken about a year 
to produce, the insects having to be con- 
stantly rehearsed, and each single move- 
ment separately photographed. Incidentally,

THE QUESTION OF TREES FOR 


THE STREETS. 
S sorts were cheaper then) had been 


planted fifty feet apart on every street in 
Los Angeles, what value would they now 
represent! Or, to put the question from 
another viewpoint, for what sum would the 
city allow such an embellishment of her 
total area to be removed? Would an offer 
of a hundred million be ratified by a vote of 
the people? We think it would not, Does 
anyone question such figures as a just and 
equable valuation? If then the great value 
is unquestioned, why are all so indifferent 
or apathetic on the question of the early, 
complete, and proper planting of our streets. 
The writer has always admired the consis- 
tency, also the judgment,. of that grand old 
statesman of centuries ago, who closed his 
every public speech, no matter what the 
subject, with the words: “And it is my 
9%pinion Carthage should be destroyed.” If 
the writer were a person of any note, wor- 
thy of being heard officially in public coun- 
cils, he would not hesitate to constantly 
state and reiterate: “And it is my opin- 
jon that Los Angeles should have a street- 
tree commission.” 

It is aimost true that if the trees we now 
have were properly spaced and properly 
planted we would yet, through their influ- 
sace alone, some day be entitled to be 
called a beautiful city. Could all the palms 
LOW on streets in conglomerate alignment 
be spaced on long streets at proper dis- 
tances we would have many miles of stately 
topical-appearing avenues. And this is 
«qually true of a score of other trees more 
or less suitable for street planting. In so 
many sections this phase of civic beautifica- 
tion has either been left undone or is badly 
overdone. A feast or a famine. And if a 
feast such a conglomeration of plants both 
fit and unfit as to give any Keen observer a 
serious mental “fit” every time he views 
such waste of time and money and oppor- 
tunity. Again, between the extremes of 
spacing there is a very, very happy medium. 
At a quarter century of age street trees 
look better at fifty feet apart than if a 
single inch closer together. We do not 
need, or desire a green wall on either side. 
Trees should be planted to embellish, to 
give a naturaT and artistic touch and finish 
to harsh, monotonous man-made, arbitrary 
and usually unbeautiful street lines. We 
should seek to beautify, not to hide or ob- 
secure. Trees should have space in which 
to develop naturally and display their indi. 
vidual as well as their collective beauty. 
And the near and distant prospects of house 
end garden and earth and sky should be 
left freely in the view of all passers-by. To 
beautify yet not encumber should be the 
aim of all planting, in garden, park and 


street.

Destructive Cutworms. 


C.” says cutworms are becoming 
e somewhat of a pest in his gardening 
and are now eating the leaves from a few 
choice grapevines. He wishes to know 
what is best treatment. 

In the section of the city where the 
writer lives there are nod cutworms this 
spring, but the absence of sunshine may 
encourage their activity at this time. A 
spray of one ounce of pure Paris green, one- 
half pound of fresh lime, and ten gallons of 
water will render the eating of the leaves 
deadly to all life. Mix the lime and poison 
in one galion of water and afterward dilute. 
Sprinkle Paris green over lettuce, cabbage 


leaves, or green alfalfa and place under 
vines. If they eat this greedily, you will 
soon be free from the worms. Or use a 
bran poison. Three pounds of bran, one 


pint cheapest molasses, and one pound of 
arsenic well mixed. Care should be used 
with the latter, tor children, birds and do- 
mestic animals may eat it.

COMES DISTINGUISHABLE. . 


{The important task of developing the 
pullets for summer laying is treated ex- 
haustively below. Pullets and cockerels, 
the writer states, should be separated as 
soon as the sex marks appear, in order to 
insure healthy and vigorous growth. In 
fact, the laying qualities of the pullets in 
later life depend largely on this step. 

The surplus cockerels, not needed for 
breeding purposes, offer splendid material 
for fattening for the market. Best meth- 
ods of raising the pullets and cockerels are 
also described. 

The sketch by Mr. Graham presents the 
widely-bred Game Bantams, which have 
stimulated so many fanciers to their best 
efforts. They are not only beautiful to look 
at, but are a source of profit by breeding 
for exhibition purnoses. : 


maturity is the most important task of 

the summer. Indeed, it may with 
truth be said that promoting a good, steady 
growth of the pullets to laying maturity is 
the one_important task of the summer, and 
that by careful attention to that one su- 
preme task ° may secure a goodly profit 
from our poultry. It is to the pullets that 
we have to look for eggs at the time of 
highest prices, in November, December and 
Janvary, namely, and in order that the pul- 
‘ Jets shall be fully mature and in good shape 
to lay eggs for us at that time they must 
*. kept r -adily growing and should reach 
laying maturity in October. Having at- 
tained that desired goal, it is comparatively 
easy to keep them steadily laying through- 
out the winter by good care and good food. 
No one thing so greatly aids to a steady 
growth of the pullets as separating them 
from the cockerels and giving the pullets 
free range, and this separation should be 
made as soon as the cockerels can be dis- 
tinguished from the pullets. They should 
not be allowed to run together for a day 
after the combs and wattles of the cocker- 
els begin to redden. With the development 
of combs and wattles the cockerels begin to 
“nag” and tease the pullets, and the longer 
they are permitted to run together after 
that period the worse the cockerels nag 
and tease, with the result that the growth 
of the pullets is hindered to the extent that 
they are held back from laying for from a 
month to six weeks in time, and not a few

treme statement, but tests made by one of 


the agricultural experiment stations fully. 


substantiate it. 
Reach Laying Maturity Earlier.

The cockerels are a by-product, with the 
exception of the two or three that may be 
wanted for breeding purposes, and they 
should be fattened and sold to market as 
early as possible. Even the two or three 
that are reserved for breeders should be 
grown away from the pullets; they will not 
grow to their best estate, to the fullest 
strength and vigor, if permitted to run with 


the pullets and dissipate much of their | 


energies in nagging and teasing them. 
Fattening Cockerels for Market. 


The cockerels to be sold to market should 
be shut up in moderate-sized fattening pens, 
so that they shall have little opportunity 
to exercise, for growing cockerels will not 
lay on fat when running at large; there- 
fore keep them confined in small pens. A 
pen twelve feet square is ample for twenty-

Massachusetts, grow fifty roasting chickens 
to an average weight of seven or eight 
pounds each in houses six by eight feet in 
size, but those chickens are sold to mar- 
ket before the weather has become very 
warm. 


Give Puliets Free Range. 


We hatch and grow chickens that we may 
have pullets for layers, and that end may 
best be attained by growing the pullets on 
free range, where shade (or shelter from the 
hot sun of midsummer) is available. The 
very best conditions are found in a field of 
growing corn, with the pullets housed at 
night in colony coops set about a hundred 
feet apart, in a row alongside the field of 
corn. 

Tests made at the Ontario Agricultural 
College farm. demonstrated that pullets 
which had the run of a plowed field made 
a better growth than those running on 


growth was made by the pullets'§ which 
ranged through a field of growing corn; not 
only is the shade of the corn good for the 
pullets, but the activities of the pullets are 
good for the corn; the pernicious worms, 
insects and bugs are destroyed by the 


grass ground, and that the very best. 


)chickens, and the corn is better for being 
protected from their ravages. The decided 
advantages of range through a corn field 
are now so well known that some poultry 
growers who make a specialty of winter 
layers plow up a long, narrow strip of 
ground near the row of coops occupied by 
the pullets and plant it to corn. Messrs. 
Wyckoff & Son in New York State, and 
Go-Well Farm, in Maine, are good examples. 


Next to plowed ground for the pullets to 


range over, an orchard is most desirable, 
especially if there are strips of plowed (or 
harrowed) ground between the trees. An 
orchard furnishes both shade and open 
ground, and the pullets can avail themselves 
of shade or sunshine at will; an orchard is 
also rich in worms, bugs and insects, which 
the pullets greatly enjoy, to their own bene- 
fit and the benefit of the trees which they 
protect. 


Vigor Necessary for Laying.

To the intensely practical, Bantams of any 
kind have no attraction and, in fact, are not 
recommended. Let them stick to their egg 
producers or flesh-growing fowls. The Ban- 
tam fanciers have another poultry world of 
their own, which is quite as active and in 
which the rivalry is even more intense than 
among the breeders of large fowls.

A 
house of peculiar construction is erected in 
a locality where mosquitoes abound, and 
this quickly becomes a home and breeding- 
place for the bats. The house is set high 
above the ground, and a metal shield is 
placed around each post to prevent access 
by rodents. It is believed that thie may 
furnish a convenient means of combating 
yellow fever and malaria, the germs of 
which are carried by mosquitoes. 


To Avoid Arterio-Scierosis. 
{Washington Star:] Lecturing on ar- 


terio-sclerosis, which he termed the Damo- 
cles eword suspended over the heads of all, 


pell, the eminent physician and physiologist, | 
gave some valuable suggestions as to how 
this dread disease might be avoided. 

Most important it is, he said, to begin in 
time and carefully refrain from everything 
known to be injurious to the arterial sys 
tem, such as over-physical strain, free in- 
dulgence in rich foods, alcohol and tebacco, 
especially the latter. 

For while it was difficult to tell precisely 
what ill-effects alcohol exerted on the blood 
cells, it was plainly evident that nicotine 
was much more injurious. Witb arterio- 
sclerosis patients from the Orient. where 


immoderate cigarette smoking prevails, 
nicotine was the chief criminal. 

As for tea and coffee, there was much less 
to be said. Strong black coffee certainly 
did produce nervous affections of the heart, 
but it had little effect upon the arteries, and 
tea was injurious only in isolated cases.

New Way to Study Tissues. 

[Chicago Inter Ocean: ] M. Goby, a French 
scientist, has devised an apparatus for the 
application of the X-ray to microscopic work | 
which is expectéd to have an important bear- 
ing on the study of the emaller « rganisms. 
Many of these smal! orgar isms ha\ a resisted 
all attempts to Obtain any accurate knowl- 
of their functions. 

To examine such an object properly with 
a microscope it must be sufficiently trans- 
parent to permit the passage of light 
through it. Exceedingly fine sections are 
aken of bodies sufficiently large to permit of 
this being done, but there are many other 
organisms too small to cut and not sus- 
ceptible of examination by the X-ray for the 
Same reason. 7 

In M. Goby's apparatus the object to be 
examined is placed on a photographic plate 
without the interposition of black paper. 
Then by a special process concentrated X- 
Tays are projected on it. A lifesize radio- 
graph which, on being enlarged in the or- 
dinary way, makes a complete study possible 
is thus obtained. 


Built a New Chin and Mouth. 


{Baltimore American: } After many 
weeks of treatment, the rebuilding of a 
little girl’s chin and the restoration of her 
mouth, after they had been terribly dis- 
torted by burns, have been completed at a 
hospital here. 

The child was brought from another citv 

and a prominent surgeon consented to take 
charge of her case. Her clothing had taken 
fire while she was playing about a gas 
stove, and the flesh on her face was 
seared to such an extent that when the 
wound healed only a small hole was left 
where the mouth had been. So smal! was 
the opening that the little finger could be 
inserted with difficulty. Nothing was left of 
the chin but the bone and a covering of 
flesh. 
A large flap of flesh was cut from the 
child's abdomen, one side being left at- 
tached to the body. Then a'slit was made 
in the arm of the patient sufficiently large 
to allow the insertion of the raised end of 
the flesh on the abdomen. This was done 
to establish circulation in the abdominal 
flesh. 


After weeks, that part of the flesh at- 
tached to the abdomen was cut and the 
child's arm, with the flap of flesh growing 
to it was raised and the part that formerly 
had been joined to the abdomen was now 
joined to the lips and chin, from which the 
seared flesh had been cut. For weeks 
blood flowed from the child’s arm into the 
bridge of fidsh from the abdomen and then) 
into the chin and lips. 

When circulation had been established 
the child’s arm was cut from her chin and 
allowed to return to its normal place. 

The new flesh was now attached to the 
chin. A small hole had been cut in the 
new flesh to allow the child to be fed. 
Later a mouth was cut in the mass of flesh 


‘to go to Baltimore for the operation,

Santmeyer swallowed the pin with a 
piece of pie, the pin having been dropped 
into a jar of berries preserved by his wife 
last summer. X-rays located it eight inches 
down. It permitted him to talk, but he 
was not able to take any nutriment, ex- 
cept a glass of milk, in all the time ‘it re- 
mained lodged. 

After the County Medical Society had 
heid a clinic on the case it was finally 
agreed that the pin could be extracted only 
with an instrument made specially for the

the meantime Santmeyer was brought to 
Winchester Memorial Hospital for treat- 
ment that would prepare him for the or- 
deal. 

While Dr. Boyd was making another ex- 
amination he placed the patient in a position 
which brought on a violent cough, with the 
result that the pin came up with such force 
that it fell in the opposite corner of the 
operating-room. 

Santmyer's first step was to eat a pro- 
digious dinner.

a refreshment room eating tamales, when 
Vasquez came in, flushed and angry. He 
told them that he was tired of seeing the 
Americans grab everything, and he intended 
to spend the rest of his life preying on the 
Americans in return. 

His first crime was the hold-up of some 
reddiers near Monterey; then he “stuck up” 
the stage that ran out of Monterey. 

“After that,” said Vasquez, “I robbed 
stage coaches, wagons and houses, some- 
times in the daylight and sometimes after 
cark.” 

On one occasion he was wounded while 
trying to hold up a stage, and took refuge 
on a ranch, The beautiful daughter of the 
owner of the ranch eloped with him and 
lived a wild life as a member of his band 
until he tired of her. He was sent to State’s 
prison for stealing cattle in 1867, and 
Stayed there until] 1871. One of his first ex- 
ploits when he emerged from duress was 
another romance. He stayed over night at 
the ranch of one Abelardo Salazar in San 
Juan, and his piercing black eyes, his se- 
ductive smile and charming voice made 
another conquest. When he went away 
from the ranch, the wife of Salazar rode 
with him. Salazar tried to kill Vasquez, an 
be finally abandoned the woman. ; 

He came out of State’s prison more des- 
perate and more daring than ever. In the 
spring of 1871 he began a mad debauch of 
robbery and crime. He had several narrow 
egcapes. He was shot while robbing the 
iilroy and Visalia stage near San Felipe, 
but escaped capture. While recovering 
from his wound, he held up the San Benito 
staze near Hollister, and escaped while a 
posse of officers were engaged in lynching 
his companion. 


Vasquez’s blackest deed was the robbery 
of the town of Tres Pinos in the winter of 
1873. As usual there was a woman in it. 
He had met a woman named Rosario Leiva, 
and she had fallen a victim to his charms. 
At Don Tiburcio’s suggestion, she per- 
suaded her husband, Abdon Leiva, to join 
his bandit band. This domestic arrange 
ment proved his undoing, and eventually 
got him hanged. 

After getting together a band of daring 
spirits, Vasquez planned to rob a big gen- 
eral merchandise store at Tres Pinos. He 
sent Leiva with a companion on ahead to 
spy out the land. “He claims that, when he 
arrived at the store, he found three men 
dead by Leiva’s hand. He admits that, be- 
ing disappointed in the booty his men had 
secured from the store, he tied up a prom. 
inent man of the town and threatened to 
kill him unless his wife would produce ran- 
som money, which she did. They held up 
every one in the store and loaded a couple 
of pack mules with articles from the stock 
of merchandise. 

The band, after killing several men at 
Tres Pinos, made their escape over the 
trails to Elizabeth Lake, On the way, Leiva 
discovered the intimacy between Vasquez 
and his wife: He tried to kill Tiburcio, but, 
failing, deserted the band, came to Los An- 
geles and gave himself up, offering to lead 
the officers on Vasquez’s trail. Then began 
a famous and never-to-be-forgotten man 
hunt. 

Leiva had left his wife at Haffner's, a 
well-known ranch house near Elizabeth 
Lake. Posses from half a dozen counties 
were hunting for Vasquez, who had hidden 
himself in the fastnesses of the mountains 
on Big Rock Creek, near the Shoemaker 
Ranch. He made a daring night ride back 
to Haffner’s and Mrs. Leiva rode away with 
him. eluding the posses of four or five 
counties. 

jt was to provide Mrs. Leiva with clothes 
that he held up Tres Pinos. He seems to 
have cared for her more than for any of 
the other women. 

She lived with him for some months, the 
wild life of a fugitive in the mountains of 
the Coast Range, in the vicinity of Ante 
lope Valley As she was in a delicate con- 
dition, he finally left her at a ranch house 
and never saw her again. 

After that, Vasquez captured a settlement 
on Kings River and tied up thirty-five men 
with the assistance of his band, while they 
robbed two stores and a hotel. 

So much outcry was raised that he wan- 
dered down near to Los Angeles, and hov- 
ered for some time in the Arroyo Seco Can- 
yon, now the resort of picnickers. There 
he went onto the ranch of a man named 
Repetto, who had shortly before sold 
-$10,000 worth of sheep. At the point of Vas- 


” quez’s gun, Repetto protested that he had 


only $80 in the house. Instead of violence, 
22 


‘Tiburcio asked him for his books, and they 


went over them together, and the bandit 
became convinced that the rancher spoke 
truth. Whereupon he made the unique pro- 
posal that Repetto send a messenger to 
town to cash a cheque. 
readily assented to. But the messenger 
brought out a posse instead of the money. 

Vasquez escaped; but he had stirred up 
the community a little too warmly, and 
Tiburcio was rounded in at last. 

On the evening of May 15, 1874, word was 
brought to Sheriff Rowland that Vasquez 
was at the ranch of Greek George, a little 
bee-farm on the low hills back of Sherman. 
1 have been told that he was betrayed by a 
daughter of Greek George, with whom he 
was in love. | 

At any rate, Rowland collected a posse 
and went after him. The posse consisted 
of Albert Johnson, then a Deputy Sheriff; 
Maj. H. M. Mitchell; J. S. Bryant, City Con- 
stable; Emil Harris, then a policeman and 
now a ticket taker at the baseball grounds; 
B. F. Hartley, Chief of Police; and a news- 
paper man named Beers, correspondent of 
the San Francisco Chronicle. 

They met at a horse corral on Spring and 
Sixth streets and rode in the early morn- 
ing of May 16 to the bee ranch. They ar- 
rived near the ranch at 4 o'clock in the 
morning, in a heavy fog. When the mist 
lifted, they had their first sight of Greek 
George’s ranch. In the early morning light 
they could see.two men come out from the 
house and picket the horses. One they rec- 
ognized as Vasquez. The other they sup- 
posed to be Chavez, his lieutenant. They 
saw Chavez start in pursuit of a loose 
horse and disappear into the hills. 

It happened that, just then, a Mexican. 
with a wood wagon came along the road. 
The officers held him with their revolvers 
and forced him to turn into the ranch. 


Lying in the bottom of the wagon, they 


were able to get close enough to rush the 
house. 

The door was half opened. A woman 
sereamed and tried to close the door. Har- 
ris rvshed in through the half-open door 
With the agility of a mountain cat, Vasquez 
leaped through an open window. As he 
went through the sash, Harris fired, ex- 
claiming, “There he goes!” 

Outside, Vasquez stood for a moment ir 
resolute: then started for his horse. A 
shot from one of the party turned him in 
another direction, and he made a, futile, 
desperate attempt to outrun his pursuers. 
He was wounded several times as he ran. 

Blood spouting from half a dozen wounds, 
he finally stopped and threw up his hands. 
With a cold, dispassionate smile on his thin 
lips, he exclaimed, “Boys, you have done 
well. I have been a fool. It is my own 
fault.” 

Vasquez never made a whimper at his 
fate, only expressing admiration for the 
courage and brains of the men who captured 
him. In the September following his cap- 
ture he was tried at San Jose for the mur- 
der of one of the men at Tres Pinos. Leiva 
got his vengeance here, turning State’s evi- 
dence and giving the testimony that sent 
Vasquez to the gallows. 

Vasquez was a hero with women to the 
last. The courtroom was fillled with senti- 
mental females during his trial, and they 
all wept when he was sentenced. The last 
words he spoke in public were, “I am re- 
signed to die, and I hope that God may have 
mercy on my soul.” 


Note The prond and somewhat bombastic 
uiterance attributed ‘to the bandit and quoted 
at the head of this sketch, was uttered while he 
was confined in jail at San Jose, shortly before 
his execution: “tl am a gentleman, with the heart 
of a gentleman.” In the illustration herewith is a 
photographic view of the alleged cave of 


Vasquez, in the hills above the southern rim of 
the San Fernando Valley, just west of the 
Cahuenga Pass. It is situated on land once a 
part of the great Van Nuys Rancho, the par- 
ticular spot being now owned by John W. 
Mitchell of this city.

grindstone industry, however, is in a nor- 
mally. healthy condition, and although the 
output for 1910 was slightly below that for 
1909, the recent advance in value of produc- 
tion has been steady, barring of course the 
depression in the grindstone anc al] other 
industries in 1908. 

The States producing grindstones in 1912 
were Ohio, Michigan, West Virginia, Mon- 
tana and Utah, the production of the first 
two States named being by far the most im- 
portant. Ohio as usual maintained the lead- 
ing position in the industry, the value of the 
grindstone production of the State being 
between six and seven times that of Mich- 
igan. Ohio also produced pulpstones. 

The value of the imports of grindstones 
also increased in 1912, amounting to $131.- 
080, compared with $123,727 in 1911. This 
is the greatest importation recorded during 
the last five years. 

The valve of the production of grindstones 
in Canada in 1912 amounted to $44,290, as 
compared with $52,942 in 1911.
